‘The city is encircled by a 
belt of beautiful gardens and the houses have 
piazza with trellice work covered with lovely 
flowers. We stopped at a public garden on 
the banks of the Main, and heard a band play;

This much 
is obvious from the speeches and decisions of 
the majority, that they were better acquainted 
with the teachings of the Bible and the “ Book 
of Discipline,” on the subject of divorce, than 
were the minority. 

For the sake of those who judge of a ques- 
tion by the names of its advocates rather than 
by its own merits, we will here give the opin- 
ion of the last Presbyterian Quarterly Review 
on the case which came before the Assembly. 
The reviewer says: 

On the side of the majority, it was alleged 
that the Bible authorized but one cause of di- 
vorce, that this cause was not charged here, 
and therefore the course of the Assembly was 
clear: the parties were living in adultery. 
But on the ground that the Confession of Faith 
authorizes two causes, there is a question 
whether the second cause, wilful desertion, 
authorizes anything more than separation, and 
not divorce and re-marriage. But waiving 
this, and admitting that the Confession author- 
izes divorce for wilful remediless desertion, 
that desertion is not made out in this case. 
What is made out, so far as appears, is that 
Mrs. Cowles was very badly treated by her 
husband, who was intemperate; that she left 
him, and they had not since lived together; 
but this certainly is not wilful desertion on his 
part. The wilful desertion is so peculiar a 
cause, and so liable to be abused, that it ought 
very clearly. to be made out, and not be con- 
structive. The leaving the five children by the 
mother is not a pleasant feature of the case, 
and does not incline us to the view that the 
entire fault was on the part of the husband. 
If Mrs. Cowles was authorized to leave her 
husband, then, by I. Cor. vii: 10, 11, she 
should have remained unmarried. And unto 
the married I command, yet not I, but the 
Lord: Let not the wife depart from her hus- 
band. But if she depart, let her remain un- 
married, or be reconciled to her husband: and 
let not the husband put away his wife.’ The 
separation may be sanctioned; the re-marriage 
was adulterous.” baa |

4 MINING NEWS. 
Nevapa—Quartz.—The quartz mill erect- 
ed last summer by Mr. Randolph and others, . 
was started to running last Thursday. The | 
mill was constructed to run by water power, 
and it was supposed that there would always 
be a sufficient quantity of water in Deer creek — 
for that purpose. But the water was unusual- 
ly low last summer, and on the completion of 
the mill, it was found to be insufficient... The 
rain of Wednesday night, however, raised the 
creek, enough so that the mill was put in mo- 
tion the next day. We learn that the propri- 
etors have had quarried from their lead about 
four hundred and fifty tons of quartz, which _. 
will be crushed this winter. A considerable 
quantity of rock taken from this lead has been 
crushed at Grass Valley and other places, and 
has paid from $12 to $126 a ton, and that 
which is now ready to be crushed, it is believ- 
ed will pay from $20 to $30 a ton. The mill 
is located in the Monte Santa District, about 
half a mile above the Oriental mill, and is so | 
situated that the rock can be conveyed to it ~ | 
from the lead with little expense. The pro- | 
prietors think they will be able to run the mill 
nine months in the year, in the dryest seasons. 

The American Hill mill, after a suspension 
of about six weeks, was started again a few 
days ago. Mr. Soggs informs us that they 
have out about three hundred tons of rock, 
which it is estimated will yield from $40 to 
$50 a ton, and the mill will now be kept run- 
ning night and day until the lot is crushed. 
The mill has twelve stampers, and crushes" 
from twenty to twenty-five tons in twenty-four 
hours.— Democrat. 


MARITOSA.— The Mt. Ophir Quartz mill is 
in active operation, taking rock from a vein 
originally opened by the Merced Mining Com- 
pany, but afterwards worked by the English 
Company, lessors of the Merced Company, 
and by them abandoned. From the upper 
shafts in the mountain, quartz sufficient to sup- 
ply the mill, which runs stamps, 
is taken, the average yield of which we are 
credibly informed, says the Mariposa Gazette, 
is $20 per ton. 7 

The late storm was severe in Mariposa 
county, filling the creeks and forcing streams 
of water through the gulches. Miners from 
the Merced river are arriving at Mariposa, 
taking up claims in the dry diggings. 

Miners are congregating, says the Gazette, 
in considerable numbers about Upper Agua 
Frio, and in fact, throughout the whole valley. | 
It is an excellent mining region; the flats and 
gulches have been but little worked since the 
wet winters of 52 and 53. A similar one to 
those is now confidently expected, and the re- 
juvenated appearance of numerous old log 
cabins, deserted since 53, shows that an un- 
usual number of miners are preparing to- 
winter in this locality. Quite a resident pop- 
ulation of miners have this summer been en- 
gaged in carting dirt from such gulches and 
flats as were known to be rich. This dirt is 
piled upon a succession of parallel sluices, set- 
tled their depth in the ground. In a sudden 
rush of water this dirt can be very quickly — 
washed. Four men can wash as much in a 
week as they can cart in a summer. 3

Valley, is also paying handsomely. Seldom, — 
or never has less than $1,500 been taken out 
after a steady week’s run, and as high as $3,000 
has been. obtained. | : 

The steam quartz mill of Goodman, Snooks 
& Co., formerly Goodman, Diltz & Co., Whit- 
lock’s, is in very successful operation. An 
average of over $2,000 per week, for some 
time has been obtained. |

But this Divorce Law, with all its advocates, 
has always had strong opposers ; men who de-

Many have honored him for his bold, manly, | 
and consistent adherence to the plain law of 
Christ in this matter—for his unqualified re- 
fusal to matry divorced parties, though they 
moved in high life, and charging his clergy to 
do the same.

and the improvement in moral sentiment going 
on for years, has, in fact, given the law that 
relative position in society which makes it any 
thing but decent or respectable to be involved 
in its operations. | 

The Supreme court of our Siate bi finally 
decided upon its proper merits, and laid down 
the rule by which the provisions and intents — 
of that law are to be carried out henceforth. 
Parties intending to apply, for divorces will 
now find themselves too late. The court has 
so interpreted the law that those applying for 
the benefit of it, must show that they are in 
every particular free from violations of the 
marriage contract ; that to the full extent in 
their power, they have performed every duty 
and been truly faithful to all the require- 
ments that spring up from the relation. of hus- | 
band and wife: without such a showing, a di- 
vorce, absolute and final, cannot be granted. 
Parties may be allowed to separate from “bed 
| and board,” but not permitted to marry again. 
Without entering into the merits of this de- 
| cision, we cannot but express our satisfaction 
over it. It shuts the door which has so long 


from matrimonial bonds so difficult, yea, so un- 
desirable, that it will not be often attempted.· 
Probably it is safe to say that nine tenths of 
those who have obtained divorces in this State, 
had they known that they would not be at lib- 
erty to marry, would not have thought of di- 
vorce. Divorces have {been sought and ob- 
tained, not so much because the parties inter- 
ested could not possibly live together, but be- | 
cause they wanted to live with somebody else. 
Some third party has had more to do with it 
than simple hardship. That third party will | 
now be unmarriagable. Mere separations from 
“bed and board,” without an equivalent from 
somebody else’s bed and board,” is a turn in 
the law which will disgust divorce hunters. 
Of course we admit that there are occasions 
when justice, religion, the law of God itself | 
demands a total and final repeal of matrimo- 
nial bonds. Concerning ‘such, directions are 
given in the law of Christ. 

And again, it will be rather difficult in 1 our 
opinion for any party to go into court and prove 
that a quarrel, serious enough in itself, to de- 
mand an entire repeal of the marriage coy- 
enant, has béen carried on by one party alone.

NEW. ALMADEN QUICKSILVER MINE 
AN INJUNCTION GRANTED. 
On er of last week, Judges MeAllister 
Fant Hoffman of the U. S. Circuit Court, grant- 
ed an injanetion in the. New Almaden; gase. 
The injunction was prayed for in behalf of the 
United States Government, by the U. S. Dis- 
| trict Aitorney vs. John Parrott, on the ground | 
of an alleged fraudulent title held by the lat- 
ter to the property ; this is the chief, or main 
allegation. The complaint further avers that 
the New Almaden Mines: is the property of 
| the United States; that the defendants, who 
are wrongfully in possession of it, have no 
right to hold or work the mine, that they are 
| wasting its value; that the damage thus re- 
sulting is irreparable, and that the defendants, 
in case judgment is rendered against them, 
will not be able to respond to the amount 585 
damages or waste which will accrue. ~~ 
The complaint also prayed for the appoint: | 
ment of a Receiver, but the Judges thought it 
nal best at this time to appoint one, and the 
effect will be to put a stop to the work at the 
mines. The case is one of immense import- 
ance, involving property estimated at .$10,000- }- 
000, and which produces, annually, nearly $1- | 
000000. This decision does not determine the 
right of title to the mines; it is based, how- 
ever, on strong presumptive proofs that the 
patties heretofore in possession have perpe- 
trated the greatest frauds in order to make a 
show of title.

AN ABTICLE FOR 

We have seen the following in sqveral of 
our exchanges from the East, by the last 
Steamer. What could give it such a run was 
at first a puzzle to us. We sef into it now.

THE LATE COMET. _ 

It was impossible for us at the time the Com- 
et was visible to give any. account 
or description of it. 

We applied to a well known Professor in 
this city for an article on the subject, but ke 
most men of science, unless they can be accu- 
rate in their statements, make no statement. 
He declined, chiefly on the ground that there 
was not an instrument in California to take 
data by—so he would not write. 

We have read a great many guesses and 
random essays which merely proved that the 
writers knew very little more of the comet 
than we did. It is with great pleasure, there- 
fore, that we insert in our columns the interest- 
ing letter of PROFESSOR Mrronxrr, from the 


Cincinnati Observatory. 


This remarkable object now presents a most strik- 
ing appearance among the celestial host. In misty 
ndeur it even holds high rank among that class of 
eavenly bodies to which it belongs. It was discover- 
ed by Professor Donate, of Florence, Italy, nearly four 
months since, and for a large part of the time since it 
was detected has been steadily approaching the earth, 
and in a direction so nearly coincident with the visual 
ray, that, but for the reliable eomputations of astrono- 
mers, might well excite anticipations of some fearful 
collision with our Indeed, throughout the 
present month it seems to have been plunging down 
ward so exactly toward the earth that it searcely 7 
ed its apparent place among the fixed stars By a 
tity larger than two or three times the apparent 
eter of the moon. | 
Owing to the fact that the direction of its motion is, 
or has been, so nearly in a line toward the. earth, the 
elements of its orbit have not been very accurately de- 
termined. The plane in which it moves is inclined to 
‘that of our s orbit, under an angle of about six- 
ty-five degrees. Its observed positions are for the pres- 
ent better represented by an orbit in the form of a par- 
abola than by any one of an elliptic figure. The comet 
soon commence to change direction; at first slow- 
ly, afterward more rapidly, as seen from. the earth, 
when, sweeping swiftly around the sun, it will regain 
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those distant regions of space wherein a vast propor- 
tion of its orbit lies, far beyond the reach of telescopic 
vision.

spherical envelope of nebulous matter. ‘There was an 
evident concentration of light in tho central portions of 1 
the ring, while, in the ease af the 
brightest portion should be at the outer edge.
